WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.— 
| The senate responded today

of males from 18 through 64. 

The chamber passed the meas- 
ure by the overwhelming vote of 
79 to 2. California’s two senators, 
Downey, Democrat, and Johnson, 
Republican, recorded the only 
“No” votes. 

The bill now goes back to the 
house, which is expected to route 
it to a joint conference commit- 
tee for adjustment of differences, 
chief of which was the house- 
established minimum age of 21 for 
active service.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
An adventure in which Aviatrix 
Laura Ingalls said “I guess I over- 
reached myself” brought her to 
jail today on a charge of failing 
to register as an agent of the Ger- 
man government. 

The widely known flyer, first of 
her sex to pilot a plane nonstop 
across the continent from east to 
west, was unable to post the $7,- 
500 bond fixed when she was ar- 
raigned before United States 
Commissioner Needham Turnage. 
The hearing was recessed to De- 
cember 26 to give Miss Ingalls 
opnortunity to consult a lawyer. 

She protested to Turnage that 
FBI agents who arrested her yes- 
terday had held her incommuni- 
cado “in a small room,” and that 
she had been without sleep for 36 
hours. 

J. Edgar Hoover, FBI director, 
said that the arrest climaxed sev- 
eral months of investigation of 
Miss Ingalls’ activities during 
which she “received a_ specified 
salary from an agent of the Ger- 
man Reich fot her efforts in 
spreading the propaganda which 
they furnished her,” and that. she

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On Bridge Built in Two Hours

FORT BENNING, Ga., Dec. 18.

Colonel Oliver says he fought a 
battle for the new type bridges. 
He gives credit for the idea to 
Colonel Stanley. If it is Stanley’s 
lidea, he says he got it the hard 
way, in maneuvers on Salt Creek, 
near Fort Knox, Ky., when a tank 
got off in the creek with about 
three feet of water over its turret 
top.

wet planks of the pontoon bridge. 

It took a long time to get that 
tank out. and all the time Colonel 
Stanley was thinking. 

He took it up with Colonel 
Oliver and they both agreed it 
was a bit foolish for an armored 
outfit, motorized and possessing 
machinery, to rely on the old pre- 
Civil War pontoon bridge which 
was laid by hand. They laid it 
by hand and for 75 years had 
been learning how to lay it swift- 
ly by hand. They could lay about 
300 feet in three hours, which was 
good time. 

They thought of a rubber boat. 
Imagine a large doughnut, 25 feet 
long. Now, flatten it out until 
the sides are just close enough 
together to allow a single strip of 
doughnut to fit into the elongated 
interior of the doughnut. That 
gives you an idea. 

The rubber boat, when inflated, 
is 25 feet long and seven and a 
half feet wide.

Rear Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
the newly appointed commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific fleet, who 
was named Wednesday night to 
succeed Admiral Husband E. Kim- 
mel, relieved of his duties pending 
an investigation of why the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor 
caught the navy off guard. 


Other Participants. 

Others who participated were 
General George C. Marshall, the 
chief of staff; Admiral Harold R. 
Stark, the chief of naval opera- 
tions; Admiral Ernest J. King, 
commandant of the Atlantic fleet; 
Major General Henry H. Arnold, 
chief of the air corps; Secretary 
of War Stimson and Secretary of 
the Navy Knox. 

The army group left the White 
House after remaining with the 
President one hour. Half an hour 
later the navy conferees left. 

Secretary Knox, in response to 
questions, said Admiral Nimitz 
had been made commander of the 
Pacific fleet only and had not been 
given the additional post of com- 
mander-in-chief of the United 
States fleet, which embraces all 
naval forces. Admiral Kimmel 
held both titles, 

Knox introduced Nimitz to re- 
porters and the admiral told 
them: 

“T am very sensible of the fact 
that I am being entrusted with a 
very great responsibility, which I 
intend to discharge to the best of 
my ability.” 

First Attack. 

More than 30 Japanese planes 
bombed Iloilo in their first attack 
in that region, U. S. Army head- 
quarters here announced. 

Press reports said the attack 
lasted for about 30 minutes. 

Previously the Japanese had at- 
tacked only the Philippine islands 
of Luzon, on which Manila lies; 
Mindanao, large southern island 
where the important airport at 
Davao was bombed, and the cen- 
tral island of Cebu, southeast of 
Panay. 

Iloilo is about 310 miles south 
and slightly east of Manila, a stop 
on an airline running south to 
Davao, southern Philippine port. 

The entire Army of the Philip- 
pines was inducted meanwhile into 
the United States Army of the Far 
East in a day of consolidation and 
strengthening of the American 
forces. 

Civilian as well as _ military 
solidarity was stressed by Presi- 
dent Manuel Quezon, of the Phil- 
ippines, in a radio address to the 
country. Asking the people to be 
calm and confident, to carry on 


their duties without interruption 


and to ignore rumors and enemy 


propaganda, the president pro- 
Claimed his utter confidence in 
the government and people of the 
United States—a government and 
people that “have carried out all 
promises they made and were 
carrying out the independence 
pledge when Japan attacked.” 


LANDED ON HONGKONG, 
JAPANESE CLAIM 


Japanese forces have landed in 
Hongkong in the face of fierce re- 
Sistance, in the meanwhile, the 
Japanese army announced Friday 
(Japanese time),

sunk at Hawaii, and that 464 
American planes were destroyed. 
The four ships were listed as of 
the California, Maryland, Arizona 
and Utah classes, and the fifth of 
an- unidentified class. 

“Three enemy submarines” also 
have been sunk in the Pacific, the 
communique claimed, without giv- 
ing details. 

Chinese troops were reported 
last night to have captured Japa- 
nese outposts along the Canton- 
Kowloon railway in their effort 
to relieve Japanesé pressure on 
the British offshore colony of

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Fighting Age? 
The United States senate, agreeing with the 
President and military and naval experts of 
the government, has voted registration of all 


manpower between the ages of 18 and 64, with 
military service for those from 19 to 44. 

The house of representatives earlier in the 
week disagreed with national leaders and re- 
fused to lower the registration age below 21. 
The house’action is counter to all logic and ex- 
perience. It would seem, also, that the house of 
representatives would have had sufficient ex- 
perience with legislation which ties the hands 
of the administration in the conduct of the 
War. 

The house action was taken in the face of 
ge!) military experience which shows that, age 
for age, the best soldiers of all are between 
19 and 21. This particularly is true in the Air 
- Corps, in which only the resilience of youth 
_can cope with the terrific strains of high-speed 
| conf lict. With all Army personnel to come from 
the draft lists, it is obvious that the house acts 
on a dangerous basis when it forces the Army 
to draw pilots from those who have reached 
their 21st birthday.

It is essential, for the safety of our own 


mation and people and for the furtherance of 


ur war efforts, that numerous places of vital 
importance be protected. These are places in 
our own communities, areas which an enemy 
gcent would be delighted to damage, as severely 
as possible. 

To protect these vital points, such as water- 
s works, railroad bridges, power stations, etc., the 
Georgia Home Guard has been created. Now 
that the National Guard is in full Army service, 
it devolves upon this newer volunteer corps of 
citizen soldiers to defend the type of vulnerable 
places listed above. 

In fully 90 per cent of the cases all concerned 
with the formation and operations and duties 
of the Home Guard have given 100 per cent 
co-operation, recognizing as they do that this 
is an essential duty. Unfortunately, however, 
‘there have been scattered cases of employers, 
s0 blind to the obligations of patriotism, unity 
and sacrifice now we are at war, they have cut 
from their pay rolls men who have volunteered 
for Home Guard service, or have subtracted 
from their _pay checks the hours put in on Home 
Guard duty.

$320,000 Is the Amount 

There must be no question about Atlanta 
raising, quickly, the sum of $320,000 for the 
American Red Cross. The campaign which 
started yesterday is the first, definite, organized 
call upon this city to do its share, with the 
rest of America, in defeating the Axis enemies, 

The Red Cross has certain well-defined, but 
numerous and vital duties to perform in time 
of war. It is the nearest, among civilian organ- 
izations, to an active unit of the armed forces 
of the nation. When we support the Red Cross, 
we are supporting a wartime. activity only 
second to that of the actual fighting forces. 

The driva now underway. combines the 
special call, authorized by President Roosevelt, 
for $50,000,000 for war work, with the annual 
Red Cross Roll Call. That Roll Call, usually held 
in the spring, will be gotten out of the way 
now, so it will be unnecessary a few months 
later, when other war activities will command 
our attention. 

It should not take long to secure the required 
$320,000 from the Atlanta area. It should only 
be necessary to let the amount needed be 
known, for the quota to be filled as rapidly as 
clerks and statisticlans can keep the records.

Now this nation is fully in the war, all 
discussion as to which outposts are our direct 
defense bastions must cease. No longer does 
it matter whether a given place is within the 
“American area.” The simple truth is that all 
Allied bastions, everywhere in the world, are 
within the American defense area. 

Thus there need be no surprise in the hint, 
heard in this country Wednesday night, that 
American units are already at Singapore. We 
don’t know, nor would it be right to know, 
whether they are Army, Navy or air units. But 
that America is already represented in the 
defense of that vital point is natural. And the 
speed with which we have got there is reassur- 
ing. 

There is another report, this one from Cairo, 
that American troops will take over the occu- 
pation of Eritrea, that territory bordering the 
Red Sea which Britain wrested from Italy. It 
would be logical for Americans to garrison 
Eritrea. For the ports, either completed or 
under construction there, provide a relatively 
safe supply base for American equipment for 
the forces of the Middle East. 

There is no need, at least at this time, to 
speculate upon a possible American Expedi- 
tionary Force for the invasion of Europe. That, 
if it comes at all, must be well in the future. 
But the fact is there are strategic points of 
varying importance ali around the world and, 
if United States forces can defend, or aid in 
defending, any of these points they will be 
making heavy contribution to the final victory. 

Of course, such co-operation presupposes a 
unified Allied command, or an Allied council 
to direct the grand strategy of the world-wide 
war. That such a council will shortly be form- 
ed, probably with Washington as its head- 
quarters, has been several times hinted. 

Such a unified direction of the war effort 
is needed to speed the victory. For, in this war, 
the world is the battlefield and there is 
scarcely an area of the earth’s surface which 
is not involved in the strategy for the whole.

The turning point in 
Right this country’s prepa- 
rations for war was 
President Roosevelt's speech of 
alarm to congress after Hitler's 
assault in the west demolished all 
resistance on land in that direction 
and left only Britain and the 
British fleet as a barrier between 
the enemy and a flabby and some- 
what petulant United States. 
There had been a fuss in Wash- 
ington some time before as to 
whether the President had de- 
clared, off the record, that this 
country’s military frontier was on 
the Rhine. It was denied, perhaps 
only for diplomatic reasons, that 
he said so, but there can be no 
doubt now that he thought so or 
that he was right. When Hitler 


crashed beyond that frontier, Mr. 
Roosevelt went straight to con- 
gress and, in his dramatic way, to 
the very people with a _ sharp 
warning of danger and thus turned 
the first spadeful of earth in the 
construction of the great national 
war industry which is now in such 
shape as may be. 

It could be much better, but it 
could be terribly worse, for at that 
time we had, in round numbers, 
nothing at all and were, as a peo- 
ple, reluctant to snap out of our 
apathy and preferred to laugh it 
all off. 


‘ The President gave 
Gave some figures, obvious- 
¥ ly whipped up for him 
Figures by the Army, on the 
ranges and the flying time _ be- 
tween certain points outside our 
country and certain of our cities 
and, to make his message sting, 
brought Kansas City and other 
snug towns in the deep interior 
under the bomb-sights of his 
hypothetical raiders. 

He was widely sneered at for 
this alarmist note and Charles 
Lindbergh remarked in one of his 
expert discussions, drawing on the 
same knowledge which had caused 
him to write off Soviet Russia as 
a military incompetent, that we 
had reached a sorry day if it were 
true that we were dependent on 
another nation’s fleet and soldiers 
for our own safety. For once, any- 
way, Lindbergh was right. It was 
a sorry day, for we were depend- 
ent on the British resistance but, 
most of us, hated to admit as 
much, even to ourselves. 

It must be remembered that 
much of our possible progress of 
last year was lost because we were 
going through one of our quadren- 
nial mad phases, and an uncom- 
monly bitter one at that, in which 
most else was forgot but politics. 
The President was busy campaign- 
ing and so were most of his help- 
ers in the government, business 
was fighting him for reasons 
which need not be stated again, 
and the people had little thought 
of the war as a personal matter, 
although Wendell Willkie, the only 
other choice, was in _ practical 
agreement with his opponent on 
the danger. 


Hitler, . of course, 
Clumsy knew that this na- 
Start tional peculiarity of 

ours would interfere 
with our preparations and he un- 
doubtedly weighed that advantage 
in timing his war. Nevertheless, 
the program did stumble away to 
a clumsy start and the first sol- 
diers of the civilian mobilization 
were reporting in before the Army 
was really ready to handle or 
house them or really wanted them.

“THAT RARE PRIVILEGE OF DYING WELL” A — 

ago 
was reading again some of Alan Seeger’s poems. I remember how 
much alive all of them were in 1919. We used to read them aloud 
at college in those days. 

He was killed, this American, fighting in France with the French 
Foreign Legion. He wrote some of the most amazing letters back 
home before he died in a charge at the village of Belloy-en-Santerre 
not long after the battle of Champagne. Six German machineguns 
enfiladed the squad with which he charged. The wounded Seeger 
was left behind as the charge went on. He was dead when the 
village was taken and his friends returned looking for him. 

The charge was made on July 4, 1916. 

He was young. He was just beginning to attract notice as a 
poet. Some of his poems, read today, seem young and a bit awk- 
ward. But his later ones were coming along, saying something, 
painting images, creating beauty. 

He was writing. an occasional poem to America, asking that it 
come on into the war and fight for what was real and worth while. 
He loved France and it may be just as well he died fighting for the 
France he knew. He would not have liked the one of 1940. 


“I HAVE A RENDEZVOUS” 


His best-known poem was the 
one beginning: 


“T have a rendezvous with Death 

At some disputed barricade, 

When Spring comes back with rustling shade 
And apple blossoms fill the air . 
I have a rendezvous with Death 
When Spring brings back blue days and fair.” 


Keats, Shelley, Byron—all of them passed on as conscripts of 
Destiny, but none of them dying as well as Seeger, who might, 
had he lived, achieved as greatly as they but not have died as well. 

I was rereading these poems a night ago and thinking about 
them and about young Colin Kelly, the air pilot who sank a 
Japanese battleship and died in the attack. 

He will be a legend as long as men talk of bravery. Children 
yet unborn will read his name in history books and his own son 
will grow up to revere his father’s name and deeds. 

Colin Kelly, too, was a conscript of Destiny. 

It may be better than a lifetime of frustration, emptiness and 
few memories worth the keeping. 

I was thinking 


“AND TOUCHED THE FACE OF GOD” 
of Seeger and 


Kelly just yesterday when, on turning through one of the many 
newspapers read each day, I came across a small story of another 
American poet who died, like Seeger, fighting for what he be- 
lieved was right and proper, in the uniform of England. 

John G. Magee Jr., of Washington, was a student at Yale. He 
was studious, sensitive, and a poet. The bombing of London upset 
him. His mother had been English. His father had been a mis- 
sionary to China. The bombing in China upset him, too. 

Last week his father, pastor of an Episcopal church in Washing- 
ton, received word his son had been killed flying with the RAF 
in action over Germany. 

Magee left a sonnet, which the newspaper had been given to 
publish, It seemed to me the finest poem yet to come out of the 
war. It was written, he wrote his family, in a plane flying 30,000 
feet above the earth last September. The sonnet read: 


“Oh! I have slipped the surly bonds of earth 
And danced the skies on laughter-silvered wings: 
Sunward I’ve climbed, and joined the tumbling mirth 
Of sun-split clouds—and done a hundred things 
You have not dreamed of—wheeled and soared and swung 
High in the sunlit silence. Hov’ring there 
I’ve chased the shouting wind along and flung 
My eager craft through footless halls of air. 


“Up, up the long, delirious, burning blue 

I've topped the wind-swept heights with easy grace 
Where never lark, or even eagle flew— 

And, while with silent lifting mind, I’ve trod 
The high untrespassed sanctity of space, 

Put out my hand and touched the face of God.” 


Now Magee has slipped the surly bonds of earth and has touched 
the face of God. He, too, was a conscript of Destiny, living danger- 
ously and living more in 20-odd years than most persons, un- 
touched by Destiny, will know in 90 long years lived out in stale 
routine. : 

That is why men at desks and behind counters today feel some- 
thing tugging at them now; a feeling of frustration and of restless- 
ness. One can feel the dark wing of Destiny brush by one’s cheek. 
It does not conscript many. 

All this made me recall a letter posted in a small museum kept 
at Chateau Thierry by the Episcopal church. It was a letter written 
by a young man, Edward Foreman Graham, of Rochester, N. Y., 
and mailed to his family just before he died in the American attack 
through the wheat fields at Chateau Thierry that drove back the 
Germans and turned the tide of the war. A part of it said: 

“This trouble is not a thing to be finished in five years or a 
decade or a generation. This effort to rule the world by force and 
barbarism may go on for 100 years the battle must begin now.” 

J remember going back to a small restaurant in the village and 
thinking about that letter. One could hear the distant sound of 
a drum even then—1938. 

Sometimes the conscripts of Destiny leave a prophecy. 

Sometimes a poem. > 


Many high officers would have 
preferred to wait until the hous-| 
ing and equipment were in hand, | 
but they got their orders to make 
do and a few months thus were 
gained in the training of the new 
army. 

Incidentally, it may be recalled 
that the Communist party favored 
Mr. Willkie because the President 
had been so energetic in his pro- 
gram, whereas Willkie, if elected, 
would have to reorganize the gov- 
ernment according to the time- 
honored custom of turning the ras- 
cals out, before resuming the war 
program.

The war industry un- 
doubtedly is pitifully 

small by comparison

up, but it took time to stir the 
people and business and the gov- 
ernment was unable to handle 
more than a fraction of the war 
business that did develop. Busi- 
nessmen were a pathetic sight in 
Washington during those months, 
wandering like bewildered bums 
in a strange railroad yard, reading 
meaningless numbers on the glass 
doors of thousands of offices in 
miles of corridors and wondering 
just what department had charge 
of the procurement of woolen 
drawers and getting plastered in 
lonely despair at night in the 
somber cocktail dens of the na- 
tional capital. 

Things may be none too good 
even now, but suppose we had 
come to the day of Pearl Harbor 
as unskilled and unorganized in all 
the works and ways of war as 
we were when President Roose- 
velt cranked that siren.

In the midst of an alarming article captioned “The Great Ameri- 
can Stomach,” Fortune magazine pictures an’ individual who is 
known to everybody. 7 

“His expression tends to be tense, watchful and unsmiling. 
Physically he is active and energetic, with the restlessness of a 
mosquito, but usually he is not capable of long, sustained effort. 
He is dynamic, intense, conspicuously independent. He is a per- 
fectionist and inclined to be critical. He rarely loses his temper, 
almost literally ‘swallows his anger’ and is given to nursing grudges 
in long silence.

You will note in the quotation from Fortune that the men who 
become ulcer victims are “conspicuously independent.” Their nature 
cemands freedom of action—doing as they please. They cannot 
bear restraint or frustration. 

Yet by an effort of will they do bear it, for the sake of love or 
chivalry or good manners, and thus they build up that internal pres- 
sure that results in ulcers or a nervous breakdown or both. They 
outwardly submit, but their souls seethe with rebellion like a 
tiger in a cage. : 

Some cure themselves. For the moment they give up and make 
up their minds to make the best of things, and reconcile them- 
selves to a situation that violates their nature, their spiritual and 
physical troubles are ended and they are happy again. The proud 
ones who can't give up have no way of escape.

Welfare Board! 


To Certify All 
Kligible Aged 


4,000 Will Be Absorbed 
at Rate of 500 a 
Month. 


The Fulton county board of 
public welfare yesterday voted to 
certify persons eligible for ola- 
age pensions at the rate of 500 
per month until the 4,000 in the 
county eligible have been ab- 
sorbed, and to deduct the county’s 
contribution for this purpose from 
the amount available for direct 
relief. It was estimated that this 
would require $2,400 per month. 

Wellborn R. Ellis, administrator, 
who in his report given to the 
board at its meeting yesterday aft- 
ernoon said that his department 
was at present able to take care 
of only 80 per cent of the total 
need existing in the county, ex- 
pressed the belief that this would 
be impossible. 

Deficit Seen. 

He pointed out that his depart- 
ment was caring for 164 more 
children, most of them sent to it 
by Judge Garland Watkins, of the 
juvenile court, than last year 
when the county § appropriated 
$60,000 for the purpose and that 
there was an anticipated deficit of 
$20,000 next year for this service. 
The anticipated deficit for Jan- 
uary, he said, was $7,000. 

Ellis was authorized to use his 
discretion in taking employables 
from the relief rolls. The board 
then reduced the anticipated ex- 
penditure for coal for January 
from $1,000 to $500, in the belief 
that the mild winter would con- 


tinue. 
Budget Reduced. 

It also lopped $800 from the 
budget for the WPA sewing proj- 
ect, when Ellis stated that there 
was now a surplus of 117,000 gar- 
ments in the warehouse and that 
most of these garments were not 
of proper sizes for those on relief. 
The $800 was taken off for the 
next month only and a further 
study of the sewing project will 
be made. 

The board then decided to go 
before the board of county com- 
missioners and the two incoming 
grand juries to seek 1-4 mill in- 
crease in the relief appropriation. 
If granted, this would give the 
board about $50,000 additional, a 
sum sufficient to take care of next 
year’s budget. 

Charlie Brown, of the county 
board of commissioners, was pres- 
ent and said that the additional 
sum:‘would be enough for the 
board to contribute towards the 
building of a badly needed new 
home on Cooper street for delin- 
quent girls. 

To Help Handicapped. 

The board also voted to co-op- 
erate with the state division of 
vocational rehabilitation, operat- 
ing under the Smith-Hughes bill, 
by supplying half the cost of ap- 
pliances required by the physi- 
cally handicapped, after hearing 
from State Supervisor W. H. Mor- 
ris. 

Ellis had learned, he said, of 
this combination state and federal 
aid available and had _ invited 
Morris to speak before the board. 
As an example, Morris said that 
there was a man on the county 
rolls with only one leg. If the 
county would pay half the cost of 
a wooden leg, approximately 
$62.50, the state would give him 
six months’ vocational training 
and then find him a job. As this 
would take men and women off 
the rolls permanently, the board 
decided that it would be a good 
investment to contribute towards 
the purchase of such appliances.

Their 96 acrial 

touchdowns were 10 more than) 

lact year and 28 more than in 

1939. The only season in recent 

vears to surpass the 1941 figures 

was 1936 when 97 aerials con- 
nected in the pinch. 

Kentucky and Tulane set the 
nace for increased use of scor- 
ing passes. Each had been get- 
ting only two or three tallies a 
vear in the last few campaigns. 
This vear, however, the Kentucky 
Wildcats rang up 12 of their 23 
touchdowns with aerials—thrown 
hy four backs and caught by six 
plavers. Most of them were short 
pitches. 

PASSING POWER. 

The Tulane Greenies returned 
to their former passing power In 
the pinches. They produced 11 
nerial touchdowns, representing a 
third of their 33 tallies. 

To Georgia went honors for the 
most scoring in the air—14 out of 
its 40 touchdowns. Eleven of 
them were tossed by All-America 
Frankie Sinkwich and seven were 
flagged by Lamar Davis—a con- 
ference high in each department. 
Tulane’s Walter McDonald crossed 
the goal line five times and each 
was on a pass. 

Vanderbilt's Sophomore Red 
Rurns was the next busiest touch- 
Gown passer. He threw six to 
five different receivers. ‘Tulane’'s 
Bob Thomas and Florida’s Red 
Harrison pitched five each. 

Vandy's 12 touchdown passes 
and Alabama’s nine represented 
slight gains over their last few 
vears of tossing.

(?)—Southern football was rough- 
er this year than ever before, the 
Southern Football Officials’ Asso- 


‘ciation reported today. 


In a year-end review, Commis- 
sioner A. R. Hutchens disclosed 
that penalties called for roughing, 
clipping and disqualification of 
players reached an all-time high 
Since records were begun in 1932. 

Penalties for delay of the game 
also hit a new high, presumably as 
result of the new free-substitution 
rule, but the average elapsed time 
for games was exactly the same as 
last year, two hours and 15 min- 
utes. 

MORE CLIPPING. 

Breaking down reports from of- 
ficials on 192 games in the South- 
ern and Southeastern conferences, 
Hutchens said penalties for clip- 
averaged 1.29 per game 
against .99 last year; roughness 
averaged .81 per game against .60 
in 1940 and only .38 in 1939. Dis- 
qualifications averaged .21 per 
game, more than double last year's 
mark of .10. 

There were fewer penalties for 


offside, holding and piling on, but 


a slight increase in unsportsman- 
like conduct—.07 this year as 
compared to .05 the previous sea- 
son. 

Fewer coaches waxed effusive 
over officiating—only 12 per cent 
of the games were classified as 
“excellent” on the officials’ rating 
cards—but 52 per cent of all 
games were described as “very 
good.” Last season 20 per cent 
ranked “excellent,” but only 34 
per cent were classed as “very 
good.”
